He then asked how claim 2 was met by Elgamal, column 5, lines 25- 
42, He said this paragraph in Elgamal suggests that the application consistently goes back and forth to access the 
framework for policy filters whilst the invention by the applicant only accesses the framework once and then perfomns 
all further cryptographic functions on the policy filters loaded. He says that this is the main difference between Elgamal 
and his inventor's invention. I said that I need this indicated in the amendment and I will bring it up with my SPE. I 
reiterated to him that the difference, if present sounds very minor and that the heart of both inventions overtap.
